approved

privy council at 4 o'clock. 


The council met in the throne room 


at St. James palace under the presi- 
dency of the «arl of Crewe, who offi- 
ciated in the absence of Viscount Wol- 
verhampton, the lord president of the 
council. 
The new monarch was given 


the title of King George V. 


The king, who had driven over from 


MarlbQrough house, waited In a room 
adjoining the council chamber while 
the lengthy formalities leading up to 
the actual 
proclamation 
were pro- 


ceeding.' 
- With today's ceremony and In his 
forty-fifth year the second son born 
to King Edward VII. and Queen Alex- 
andra becomes the ruler of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and IreBifed

Was Brilliant Affair. 


The meeting of the privy council was 


a, brilliant function. 
The 
k_Ing wore 


the uniform of an admiral and was sur- 
rounded by a large gathering'of coun- 
cillors, all In levee dress and wearing 
the ribbons ot their orders. The lord 
mayor of tho corporation was In his 
robes of office. 


The councillors having acquainted 


the king ot the completion of the pro- 
clamation 
his majesty 
entered 
the 


council chamber and signed the procla- 
mation, after which he" confirmed In 
their offices those, who had held ap- 
pointment under his father at the time 
of the king's death. ' - 


King Shows Deep Emotion. 


King George delivered a brief but 


earnest address. He exhibited deep 
emotion as he announced his deter- 
mination to endeavor under the guid- 
ance of God, to maintain the high tra- 
ditions ot the British court and to ful- 
fill to the best of his ability the great 
trust reposed In him. 


The Lord Chancellor, Lord Lore- 


burn, administered the oath to the king 
and following the custom, the cabinet 
ministers swore allegiance to the new 
sovereign, at the same time tendering 
their seals of office which his majesty 
returned. 
The ministers kissed the 


king's hand- The councillors upon be- 
ing re-appointed In turn took the oath 


t 


his return to Mariborougn house at 5 
o'clock, havlnj been absent for the 
ceremony just one hour. "Die marked 
lack of display in the conduct of tt»e 
new monarch was striking. A single 
carriage occupied by the sovere%/i 
and attended by two royal equerries 
was driven to and from St. .James pal- 
ace. There was no military escort, and 
the only decoration which the monarch 
wore was the 
order of the 
Garter 


In fact, the lord mayor and the city 
aldermen furnished the most spectacu- 
lar element of the ceremony.

Promises People His Best Service. 
In addressing the privy council. King 


George said his emotion was too deep 
to permit him to say more than a few 
words. He recalled the declaration by 
his father on -a, similar occasion to the 
effect that so long as there was breath 
In his body he would strive to promote 
the best Interests of his people.

The new monarch -declared that his 


father's promise'had -been- amply" 131" 
filled and that It would be his own 
earnest endeavor under God, to pursue 
the-same high aim. He1 referred grate- 
fully to'the evl<ienc» of deep sympathy 
from nil parts o_f the empire and safd 
he was thankful'to feel that-at all times 
ho would have the assistance of the 
queen In the discharge of the duties ot 
his office. 
His majesty declared that 


he would to the best ot his ability 
strive fully to maintain the constitution. 


The members of the royal household 


his afternoon entered the death cham- 
ber to. view the body of the late mon- 
arch which remains In tho bed where 
he died. Tho features bear a peaceful 
expression. No plans for the funeral 
had been announced this evening, but 
May 11 Is the latest day suggested.

Ottawa!, Ill- 
minority leader, charged with distribut- 
ing the bribes "In behalf of the Lorimer 
forces: Representative Robert B. Wil- 
son Chicago, charged with perjury In 
denying that he paid *900 each to Rep- 
resentatives Charles A. White and H. 
J. C. Breckemeyer. 
• Representative Michael S. Link, or 
Mitchell, 111., charged with perjury In 
testifying that he was not at the South- 
ern hotel In St Louis when the "Jack 
pot" was distributed. 


Mr. • Wayman 
entered

moved the perjury Indictment against 
the representatives be quashed on the 
grounds that Link, had made a complete 
confession. 
The state's attorney did 


not at that time go Into details of the 
confession.Is Third Confession. 


Link's confession Is the third so far 


secured by the prosecutor. The first 
was 
Representative 
White. . -whose 


story resulted in the calling of tho 
inquisitorial body. This was followed 
by that of Representative Bcckemey- 
er, who Is » member ot one ot tho 
most prominent families in his sec- 
tion of the state. The fact that neith- 
er White nor Beckemeyer has been 
Indicted and the annulling of the in- 
dictment against Link, suggests that 
the state's attorney is willing to fur- 
nish a certain number of "Immunity 
baths" to make certain of the can- 
vlctlon of those he deems the more 
culpable.

Jurisdiction. 


Among the resolutions passed late 


Friday afternoon by the fraternal con- 
gress of the Tribe of Ben Hur. which 
closed Its two days' session in thia 
city Friday night, was one of consid- 
erable • importance, Its purpose being 
to make a cliange in the laws govern- 
ing -the fraternity.. It was introduced 
by Fred E." Feick, one of the de-le- 
gates from Garre.U, the clause favoring- 
the change reading as fbllows: 


"The time Is fast approaching when 


the present laws which govern the or- 
ganization' and the procedure of busi- 
ness will be inadequate to carry out 
the policies advocated, for the reason 
that the phenomenal growth of the 
order will demand a change as to the 
procedure of coducting Its enormous 
business. Realizing this situation, we 
believe it the duty of the supreme 
lodge officers to act wisely and ju- 
diciously upon this matter., 


"Therefore, be it resolved that this 


congress recommend to the supremg 
officers the proposition of state juris- 
diction as a fair and'equitable way of 
solving the question, and asking them 
that when the time arrives for the ne- 
cessity of this change that the question 
of state jurisdiction be put to the 
various courts throughout the coun- 
try for their earnest consideration and 
approval." 
The resolution provoked an animat- 


ed discussion, but1 it finally passed by 
a decisive majority. Its passage does 
not mean tbe chang* will be made. It 
is but a recommendation to the su- 
preme officers, who can favor or re- 
ject it just as they see fit. The .af- 
fairs of the organization are governed 
by .this supreme body and they bave 
nl^olute 
power , In

He was christened by his grand- 


mother, Queen Victoria. He was called 
George after the Duke oR Cambridge; 
Frederick after his mother's brother, 
the crown prince of Denmark; Ernest 
after the Duke of Edinburgh, and Al- 
bert after_the prince consort. 


He has held the titles of Prince of 


Wales, Duke of Cornwall and York, 
Duke of Tork, Earl of Inverness and 
Baron Killarney. 


Most of his childhood days were 


passed at the country estate of his 
father. Sandringham.'Norfolk, with his 
elder brother. They lived the health}-, 
out-of-door life of an English gentle- 
man's sons, with the Rev. J. N. Dai- 
ton as their governor. 


In their childish pastimes the young- 


er boy was ^he leader. Prince George 
always enjoyed good health, which was 
denied Prince Albert Victor. 


Prince George was first In the DOy- 


1sh pranks. In the rides over the fences, 
in swimming, boating, cricket. Prince 
George's pony was named Swift, while 
that of his brother was called Slow- 
coach. 


For the first eighteen years .of their

on a man-of-war. The vessel stopped 
at Gibraltar, Teneriffe, and then went 
on to Barbadoes, and from there to 
Jamaica and the Bahamas. The Bac- 
chante returned to Portsmouth and af- 
ter three months at home the princes 
Joined It again. 


The Bacchante Joined a squadron 


that was to make .a trip around the 
world, but It was ordered to South i 
Africa from South America, because of 
the breaking out ot-the Transvaal war. 


The Bacchante remained at the Cape 


of Good Hope for nine months and was 
then dispatched to Australia. 
After- 


words the princess were taken to. Japan 
and from there home by way of the 
Suez canal after a voyage of 46,000 
miles. 


Becomes Lieutenant at 19. 


After spending six months with his 


brother In Luzanne, Prince George was 
gazetted a midshipman on the Canada, 
In service on the North American sta- 
tion, and then the future king flr*t 
visited Canada. He was a keen sailor- 
man In those days, and In fact he has 
always been sailor at heart. 


When he was 19. Prince George came 


up for examination for a lieutenancy, 
and he passed with high honors, espe- 
cially in seamanship. Immediately af- 
terward he entered the naval college at 
Greenwich, where he took four first 
classes out of five. 


In 1885 he was appointed to the 


Thunderer as a full lieutenant. He was 
transferred to the Dreadnought, com- 
manded by his uncle, Prince Louis of 
Bat'tenherg, and later to the Alexandra, 
the flagship ^of the Duke of Edinburgh,; 
then commander-in-chief of the Medit- 
erranean. 


When he was 20, Prince George re- 


turned to England and took part In 
the family duties of laying corner 
stones, opening bazars and things of 
that sort. 


He made his first public speech when 


he was admitted to the freedom of 
the city at the guildhall, and that was 
the beginning of the fame that he has 
since established as an orator.

Pruning season does not last long If 


the garden Is to have Its best result*. 
For once the sap runs freely in plants 
or vines they are seriously injured by 
being cut. "bleeding" a* florists say. 
But if the old growth Is not pruned 
to rid the roots 
of weak 
or dead 


shoots, much of the plant's strength is 
wasted, and small and 
Cow flowers 


will bo the yield. 


Some of the best amateur gardeners 


admit freely their inability to prune 
as rightfully as they should. So dear 
la each piece of wood and so great Its 
possibilities that they cannot bring: 
themselves to cut it off. even -when 
they know better flowers would grow. 
The truth is, to prune sufficient!*, one 
must 
cut 
apparently 
mercilessly, 


sometimes a foot of rose cane being 
none too much. 


Hydrangeas can be cut almost to 


the original branches, a. tyro would 
think. Cane four or five, feet may tall 
tinder the knife, the cutting being al- 
ways about two or three inches above 
the (Irst big joint from the root or 
twig. 
Bushes that were enormously 


high before prunning are not more 
than twelve inches from the ground 
when they have been cut, but such ac- 
tion means large flowers and a rapid 
growth 
of new cane. 
Falling this 


treatment the flowers will, be small 
and,not as many in number. 


The rule for pruning roses is to cut 


them an inch or two above a joint 
making the break ,iwtth a. clean. sha:p 
cut, that the ends shall not be a. re- 
fuge for bugs. Each shoot is to be cut 
down until there Is a uniform height. 
To leave one or two long canes is to 
permit much of the plant's strength to 
go to stem, rather than to dower. 


In- all pruning, whether clippers or 


a knife be 
used, 
the cut must he 


smooth. One that Is in the least rough 
makes 'nics little hiding places for ani- 
mal life that will feed upon foliage' or 
later upon the blossoms. 


Grape vines- are supposed to be cut 


before the sap begins to run, but a 
little'delay will do no harm. Accord- 
ing to rule they should be cut back to 
one,stem for the first year or two. if 
they 
are to 
develop 
into healthy 


strong .-vines. A good root can nour- 
ish two sterna, sometimes in youth 
but there is always a risk.

The clipping of horses In the spring I 


of the year Is a practice that has 
come Into vogue the past few years. 
It Is not yet generally observed by 
horse owners, except perhaps those 
of the city or those who have driving 
animals that are quite valuable. 
- On the farm, horse clipping has not 
yet become so very common, although 
many of our best farmers are now 
practising and advocating it. 
There 


are good business reasons, neverthe- 
less for its common Introduction on 
the farm as well as elsewhere, and 
as farmers become aware of the ad- 
vantages to be gained by clipping 
they will more generally take it up. 


But o'f course thjere are many who 


object to the clipping because they 
say it is not nature's way of relieving 
the animal of his old coat of hair. 
This kind of argument against the 
practice is to be expected. 
The clipping of a horse In 


spring to remove the heavy coat o* 
hair which has served-as a protection 
through the winter Is as much of a 
kindness to the horse as it is a con-

disease of stone fruits. 
This Is a 


fungous disease, and It. Is widespread, 
and very destructive to the peach 
crop. 
The loss which it Inflicts on 


peach growers will easily average $5,- 
000.000 yearly. . 
Much work has been done with a 


view " to discovering a satisfactory 
remedy for this trouble. 
Spraying 


with diluted "Bordeaux mixture has 
been most commonly recommended, 
but its injury to the foliage has made 
It unsatisfactory, since the remedy 
must be applied during the crowing 
s'eason. 


The 
peach 
scab 
(often 
called 


"black spot") 
is another 
disease 


v/liich seriously affects the peach crop 


In all sections east of the Rocky 
Mountains, although not causing such 
serious losses as brown rot. 
As the result of experimental work 


by the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, a cheap and simple remedy for 
this disease has been found In the 
self-boiled lime-sulphur wash. This 
can be applied during the growing 
season with very little danger of in- 
juring the fruit or foliage, and it is 
very effective. Furthermore, by mix- 
ing arsenate of lead with the fungi- 
cide, the curculio can be destroyed a 
the same time. 


The Department has just Issued a 


bulletin describing the preparation 
and use of the remedy. This pub 
lication will be of great Interest to 
peach growers In all sections. 


AMERICAN COTTON IN INDIA. 


According to Consul Stuart If. Lup- 


ton. o£ Karachi, India, the deputy 
director of agriculture in Sind, states 
that American cotton seed was tried 
in several places in that district yof 
India last season with good results. 
The average yield is 575 to 660 pounds 
per acre, rather more than the indi- 
genous cotton, while the staple is at 
least half an inch longer. It is sup- 
posed that cultivation will be extended 
next year, as it can be sown in June, 
the best time of the year from the 
standpoint of irrigation, and ripens 


. much quicker than native cotton.

Until within the last fifty years the 


secrets' of the bee-hive -were but 1ft- 
tle understood and the Inspection of 
the condition of the bees, which la so 
Important at all times, was either Im- 
possible or considered unnecessary. 
Since the Invention and introduction 
of removable comb hives, which en- 
ables the bee keeper to handle and 
Inspect every comb, there does not 
seem to be any valid reason why bees 
should not be used to collect and 
store ^millions of pounds of honey 
which are now annually going to 
waste in the west through their ab- 
sence. It is true that bees will sting 
sometimes but their sting is insigni- 
ficant as compared with the good 
they do and we should remember that 
we are liable to Injury in almost any 
branch of industry. Probably not one 
person In 1,000 is In any danger from 
bee stings and the results are rarely 
serious. The bee keepers should unite 
'in developing what is undoubtedly 
very profitable Industry, though one 
which Is unknown to many and which 
has never been thoroughly tested for 
its value by our people-

THE QUINCE A PROFITABLE CROP 


RULES FOR FEEDING DAIRY 


COWS. 


Profetsor Eckle* of the Missouri 


Agricultural College give* the follow- 
ing rules for feeding a dairy cow: 


1. Feed all the roughage *he will 


eat up clean at all times. 


2. Feed one pound of grain per 


day for each pound of butter-fat pro- 
duced by the cow per week. 


3. Feed all the cow will take with- 


out gaining in weight >

The quince has been grown in var- 


ious localities throughout the United 
States since the early days. Its culti- 
vation is on the increase and In some 
sections we find It planted on a com- 
merical scale. But owing to the fact 
that the quince, including all the var- 
ieties, is unflt for eating uncooked 
has kept it from taking much promi- 
nence among the commercial orchard 
fruits. 


The uses to which the quince may 


be«put are many, but Its chief value 
is as a preserving fruit 
Where the 


4uince is grown it is naturally more 
used. 
In France and some of the 


other European countries, large quan- 
tities of the quince are used yearly 
for making quince marmalade and 
wine. The marmalade industry, es- 
pecially In France, is quite an exten- 
sive one, and the finished product 
finds quite a ready sale. 


Almost all the cook books suggest 


many ways to prepare the quince for 
the table. One of the methods Is to 


oil the fruit until done and serve 
lot with cream or butter; another to 
ake as an apple. There are various 
ways to preserve and can the fruit 


midway between the bottom horizon- 
tal wire and the ground In order to 
discourage the dog from crawling or 
digging under. 
One barbed wire is 


fastened to the posts three Inches 
higher than the top wire and two 
more are attached eight Inches apart 
to scantling nailed to the posts above 
the wire.

In habit of growth 'he quince is a 
w dwarfy tree which admits close 


planting In the orchard. 
Ten feet 
apart each way Is sufficient distance 
for most varieties. Planting the trees 
at the above distance will give about 
435 trees .per acre. 


While the quince wIH grow on al- 


most any kind of s6ll, a medium 
heavy clay loam, being easy of culti- 
vation, is the-ideal soil for it. In such 
a soil the quince readily responds to 
good cultivation, and If given good 
\care it will continue to produce good 
crops of fruit for many years. 
In 


case the noil should be hard or 'de- 
ficient in plant food liberal applica- 
tion of manure will be very helpful 
In making the soil a better one and 
keeping the tree In a vigorous condi- 
tion. 


The quince does not require a great 


deal of pruning. About all the care 
that will be necessary along this line 
will be to remove and cut out the 
surplus shoots and dead branches. An 
occasional shortening back of the 
longer branches may be necessary to 
keep the tree In Its natural form.

While cottonseed meal is one of th« 


richest as well as one ot the cheapest 
protein concentrates we have, It had 
been well understood that when fed 
too heavily for too long a period, that 
It was liable to produce fatal result*. 
For" this reason many livestock 


owners have hesitated to use it, pr«- 
fering to feed more expensive foodt. 
If necessary, rather than take anr 
chances. 
Ten pounds per day, fed for a per* 


lod of ninety days, has been known 
to produce' blindness and In torn* 
cases it has proved fatal. The cause 
has been a mystery. Recent Investi- 
gations have disclosed trace* of for- 
maldehyde In carcasses from cotton- 
seed meal poisoning. The formalde- 
hyde does not seem to be In the taeal 
but It appears to be formed In the 
stomach when It Is fed with corn by 
the process known as metabolism. 
When fed without corn or fed with 
periods of rest there is no danger and 
no III effects are encountered. 


Just before the beginning of the 


growing season. Any wounds made 
at that time usually heal promptly. 


The quince is propagated In many 


ways. The methods most in use are 
by budding, grafting, cutting and 
from seed. The method gt propagat- 
ing by cuttings Is the easiest. The 
cuttings should be made from the 
fresh young growth of the previous 
season and be treated as any other 
cutting. 
The quince begins to bear early, 


usually in two years after planting. 
The size of trees and kind to plant de- 
pend to some extent upon the locality 
and the taste of the grower. Two 
year old trees seem to be preferred 
by most planters. 
The quince is so easily grown that 


the care required In raising It is more 
than amply repaid by the value of the 
fruit produced. When the quince Is 
properly prepared for the table by the 
many methods recommended It is a 
very delicious fruit. 


The quince finds a ready market 


and sells at a good price, all depend- 
ing on the quality. The price paid 
the past season ranged from two to 
three and a half cents per pound.

"3. Prune to give the trees de- 


sirable shape. 
"4. Prune in summer to change 


the trees from wood-bearing to fruit- 
bearing. 


"5. If the tree bears too much 


fruit prune heavily In winter, so that 
the tendency will be to wood growth. 


"6. Prune to remove surplus parts 


or injured parts, or parts that inter- 
fere with each other.,

southern farms. 


7". Accomplish more work in a day 


by using more horse power and better 
Implements. 
8. Increase the farm stock to the 


extent of utilizing all the waste prod- 
ucts and Idle lands of the farm. 


9. Produce all the food required 


by the men and animals on the farm. 


10. Keep ah account of each farm 


product, In order to know from which 
the gain or loss arises.
